This contract will provide sexual assault evidence kits for the Austin Police Department. The sexual assault evidence

kits are used by the Sexual Assault Nurse Examiner (SANE) nurses to perform Sexual Assault Forensics Exams
(SAFE) to collect and preserve evidence for criminal cases of sexual type crimes, such as rape and sexual assauilt.

This kit includes a variety of forensic exam materials and, new to this version of the kit, a blood collection card that
provides a fast and easy way to prepare blood samples for DNA analysis. The DNA is captured and stabilized
immediately, enabling indefinite room temperature storage eliminating the need to be stored in a temperature
controlled environment.
